@ mouse suffering with cancer is to 
combine with the élls of the cancer 
and with them only. This is shown 
conclusively by. the fact’that the cells 
become biack; while other parts of the 
body remain normal. The effect of the 
Ehriich specific is to prevent further. 
fancer cells from growing. 

When the. cable is re first brought 
the news of Dr. very some 
confiision, arose ae oer e York ‘chem- 
ists over the name which the doctor had 
selected for his new specific. They called 
attention to the fact that they were. al- 
‘ready familiar with. “nigrosine’' in the

STARVES, WITH $53,000. 


Woman Recluse Had to be Chioro- 
formed to Get Her to Hospital. 


The New York Times, 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb. 10.—With 
more than $50,000 in high-grade. securi- 
ties in hér home, which she owned her- 
self, not to mention nearly $8/500 in cash 
and a supply of food of such exaggerated 








eccentric woman of 71 years, died to-day 
for lack of food, clothing, and a habit- 
able home. 

Not since the famous blizzard of 1888 
had Miss Armstrong 1eft her premises in 
Elm Street, West Springfield, until last 
week a physician and an ambulance 
called to take her to a satitarium. She 
had been found in a semi-conscious con- 
dition by neighbors, who freported her 
straits to the authcrities. The arrival of 
the physician aroused every spark of re- 
sistance. She fought with such deter- 
mination, the physician says, that chloro- 
form which he admifistered<alone pre- 
vented her from injuring herself. 

Miss Armstrong recovered from the ef- 
fects of the chloroform and improvement 


in. her condition was noted until last 
as fad when she began to fail. 
ank Hayes;: her- guardian, found 
in her home to-day’ two wagon loads of 
food, a remarkable assortment of wear- 
ing apparel the styles of most of which 
ated the civil war, and hundreds of 
ak etons of cats, dogs, and mice, the col- 
lection of which is believed to have been 
the sole diversion of Miss Armstrong. 

In a bureau drawer were found the 
skeletons of thirty cats. In another 
drawer in the same bureau a score of 
mice were arranged On large plates with 
what the owner evidently considered ar- 
tistic taste.

Gift Will Make Possible Président Fin- 
ley’s Dream of a Great Athletic 
Field and Open-Air Theatre. 


When President John, H. Finley of the 
City College was discussing, a week ago; 
his’ plans tO transform the undeveloped 
park plots bounded by Anisterdam Ave- 
nue, Convent Avenue, 186th .Street, and 
128th. Street. inte a great stadium, with 
athletic , ficlde, running tracks, . prome- 
nade, and cpen-air theatre, he said that 
enough money to carry out the project 
had been promised by one. who is in- 
terested in the béttermerit of the col- 
lege, but he would not name ‘the “man. 
THe Times learned yesterday that the 
man who has offered the financial -sup- 
port which..will make this dream of Dr.

They went up a 
ladder to ‘the first floor window, and on 
a table about 100 feet into the room, 
where, apparently, he had been asleep, 
they found a man unconscious from 
smoke.

When he had’ re- 
covered his senses he hurried away, with- 
out giving his name, though saying he 
was @ watchman employed in the building. 
A stiff northeast wind sent embers and 
sparks flying for two or three biocks to 
the south of the fire, and when the 
flames finally burst out througn the 
front of the factory building and the loft 
building they were swept accross the 
Street, where they licked against the front 
of the tenements there.

The Army aviators, now in camp at 
Augusta, Ga., where t are having a 
lot of trouble owing tothe weather that 
has prevailed in that section of the icoun- 
try this Winter, have. agreed among 
themselves n 
flights of a greater height than one 
mile, This height, they have found, is 
sufficient for military purposes, since at 
greater altitudes military observations are 
of practically. no value. 

Frank Coffyn, the aviator who made the 
hydro-aeroplane flights in New York last 
week, and who was sent to San Antonio 
to instruct the Army aviators in the use 
ofthe Wright biplane, when the Army 
was mobilized on the Mexican. frontier 
last Spring, knows personally ali the of- 
ficers who belong to the Army Aviation 
Corps. He said yesterday that he had 
agreed with Capts. Chandler and’ Beck, 
and Lieuts: Arnold, Foulois, Milling and 
Kirtland, that altitudes over one mile 
were useless for, military purposes. « 

“It seems to me,’’ said Coffyn, “‘ that 
this agreement is both sensible and prac- 
tica!. In my opinion a height of one mile 
should be quite sufficient to safeguard the 
aviators from either rifle or artillery fire. 
In the event that it is not proved so in 
the first encounter, the military aviators 


can very quickly adapt themselves to 
altered conditions.

HAD FACED COURT- MARTIAL 
On ‘Ohiatgse of Unbeceming eo 
Known ap “,Political Paymaster” for 
Alleged Influence in 1908 Campaign.

WASHINGTON; -D...C., Feb, 10.—Confi- 
dential letters written by Presidént att, 
in which directions..were given that Ma- 
jor Beecher B, Ray of the Army Pay 
Corps bé let cff with a reprimand in-it 
stead of being brought. before a coutt- 
martial on charges‘ 6f Conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer. and a gentleman, were 
read to-day by Brig. Gen. C. H. Whipple 
to the House Commifttée on Expenditures 
in the War Depgrtment. Gen, Whipple 
is the retiring Paymaster General of the 
army, 2 is -abcut ‘to leave “for. Call* 
fornia. Major Rady has beén character~| 
ized as the ‘“ political _paymaster”. be- 
cause of alleged political influence in the 
exercise of which’ his extended leaves of 
absence during the National campaign of 
1908 were said to have been: utilized. 

Since the introduction:of the Covington 
resolution last Juné efforts have been 
made by Democratic nmiémbers to: obtain 


a complete record of the charges of mis- 
conduct against. Major. Ray... The War 
Department last. July transmitted a par- 
tial record-of the case, buf did rot for- 
ward the three Taft letters to Gen. 
Whipple, which the latter disclosed - to 
the committee to-day. ‘These -letters 
show that it was at President Taft's sug- 
gestion that Major Ray escaped a court- 
martial'and that ‘it was for the honor of 
the army and a woman’s name’ that Pres- 
ident Taft gave instructions that Major 
Ray be reprimanded. Otherwise, said 
Gen. Whipple, if Major Ray had been 
forced to face 4 court-martial there would 
have been paiicity. and the. name of a 
woman mentioned 

All three of the Taft Secbine were .ad- 
dressed to Gen.; Whipple as Paymaster 
General of the army. They were: marked 

* confidential.’’. Gen. Whipple testified 
that he went to Beverly for a conference 
in 1910 in connection with stories of the 
Major's acquaintance with the wife of 
an employe of the Pay Department. Gen. 

Whipple stated that President. Taft dic- 
tated the Beverly. letter in his presence 
and in it directed that all reference to the 
woman be kept’ from the record for ‘the 
00d name of the army. 

Gen. Whipple has been summoned duces 

tecum because the committee wanted to 
see- these letters. Before taking the 
letters to the Capitol, Gen. Whipple called 
at the White Hotise and asked whether 
he should show these three letters, which 
were personal and confideritial, to the 
committee. The letters were not made 
Public to-day, but members of the com- 
mittee state that the documents show the 
charges upon which the letters were 
predicated were serious enough to demand 
a eourt-martial, but that the President 
advised against such action, and rec- 
ommended a reprimand. In one of the 
letters the President declares, in sub- 
stance, that wig Ray ‘“‘ presumes be- 
cause he once did me a political service 
at. the instance of my brother.’ 
Gen. Whipple testified that the com- 
plete record of Major Ray shows that in 
the past four years he was charged with 
as many offenses and that Major Ray 
should have been court-martialed on two 
of them, but, was let off with reprimands, 
and retained in the service through the 
intervéntion of the President and higher 
officials of the army. Major Ray was 
formerly a conductor on the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway, and an offi- 
cer in the Conductors Brotherhood. Dur- 
ing 1908 he received leave of absefice, 
which was several times extended. 

Part of the time he had the status’ of 
“Absence without leave” and partly on 
temporary duty, all.at Chicago, At that 
time Major Ray was endeavoring from 
Chicago headquarters to swing certain 
labor uftions fnto line -for Mr, Taft. for 
President. It was brought out to-day that | 
Major Ray has been in Chicago during the 
past three campaigns, and in 1898 was ap- 
pointed to the army as Paymaster, after 
serving in the campaign of 1896 under 
Mark Hanna in rounding up the railway 
trainmen’s. vote. 

Gen. Whipple ‘testified that Major Ray, 
within the past ten days, left his post at 
Atlanta under orders from New York, 
but that before reaching New York, he

PRESSING THE- PEACE TREATIES. 

Amid fhe hullabaloo of contending 
factions and of aspiring factional lead- 
ers it is interesting to note that the 
sober minds of the country, the men of 
light and leading in both parties, are 
more and more uniting. in. the support 
of the arbitration treaties by which 
President Tarr has made the greatest 
contribution to the stable peace of the 
world of all the heads of government 
in modern history. Thé latest is “Mr. 
CuoaTte—old enough to be venerable 
and young enough to be as vigorous .as 
ever he was—who asks: 

Can we déubt for a moment how 

LINCOLN and GRANT, both great lovers 
of peace, even though it fell to their 
duty to wage 4 great war; would stand 
on the question of peace to-day, peace 
among all nations, for which our great 
‘President at: Washington is now mak- 
ing such strong efforts? We may be 
sure both these great men would have 
held up his hands, were they living 
to-day. The great arbitration treaties 
which are now hanging fire in the 
Senate do tend to promote such peace 
and to prevent the possibility of pro- 
voking war, and I can conceive of no 
more powerful advocates of them than 
LINCOLN and GRaNrT. . 
Mr. CHoaTT speaks as one having au- 
thority. He-ds the most eminent liv- 
ing lawyer; he has held honorably ‘the 
most important diplomatic post under 
our Government; he has represented 
that Government at The Hague in @d- 
vocacy of the underlying principle of 
the treaties—the creation of a true 
court. for, the adjudication of interna- 
tional differgnces — and no voice Was 
listened to with more profound respect 
at that conference. In citing the sup- 
port which he rightly infers that Lin- 
COLN would ‘have gtven to these treaties 
he cites an authority hardly stiperior ‘to 
his pwn, for, as‘a lifelong. student.of 
the Constitution, no one knows its trye 
meaning and the: full value of. Ate 
grants and restrictions better than “he. 
If there were anything.in.the funda- 
mental law that should make the Sen- 
ate hesitate for ah instant in ratifying 
the treaties, he would. know it and 
would respect it. .When he says that 
there is not, there is no one in the Sen- 
tate whose opinion Carries the same 
weight, while those whose opinién 
would carry the greatest weight are on 
‘the’ side of the ‘President. 

Among these ig Senator Rarnmr of 
Maryland, who ist as pronounced a 
Democrat as Mr. CHoaTp is a Repub- 
lican and as convinced and earnest’ a 
supporter of the treaties. Mr. RAYNER 
contributes to the current number. of 
The Independent: an abstract of his 
argument in favor of. ratification. of 
the treaties “ without change.” There 
are two points of especial importance 
that he brings out with great clear- 
ness. In meeting the argument that 
the Senate is bound by the treaties 
to arbitrate matters that should not be 





made by one party against the other, 
and that any matter submitted must 
be susceptible of decision by the appli- 
eation of the principles of law and 
equity. He considers the effect of 
these two requirements on the two 
chief matters that have been brought 
up as possibly within the treaties, but 
which this: Nation never will or ought

And it 
would add to the lustre which such an 
act would cast)'on the name of : the 
United States if the ratification ‘coulda 
bé:made unanimous, as it surely will 
be absolutely non-partisan. . 
BOSTON’S OPERATIC MUDDLE. 

Three years of expensive opera, with 
a new and handsome Opera House, | 
have. brought to Boston all. the old, 
long-familiar.. experiences. The opera 
doesnot pay, of.course. Though the 
receipts may,.be large, they are much 
less than the expenses.. Boston’s opera 
has been of good quality, but Boston 
has failed to pay for it. One citizen 
thus far has borne the burden of ex- 
pense. There is.a rumor that society 
has not been as gentrous in the‘ support 
of the institution as it.might have been 
if this philanthropist had been of larger 
importance socially. Such rumorg are 
easily circulated, and hard to disprove. 
Probably this has a very slender-foun- 
dation. 

Anyhow, Mr: Eszn Jorpan has de- 
cided to let others share his burden: or 
to drop it. For three years he will give 
the. Opera House to Boston free of rent. 
That means that he will still contribute 
more to the cause than any-other rich 
Bostonian will be asked to. contribute, 
The rent is estimated at $60,000 yearly. 
Boston must pay its own singers and 
musicians, provide composers’ royalties; 
equip its own stage, and protect its im- 
presario from loss. If Boston is, willing 
to assume this responsibility, and take 
its losses cheerfully, it can still have its 
very own ‘opera, and call.itself a mu- 
sical- centre. -If not, Mr. GaTTI-CASAZZA 
will send his singers there for a. two 
weeks’ engagement yearly and make 
money. It is just possible that Boston 
will decide that two weeks of opera, 
with no burden of expense to Bosto- 
nians beyond the price of tickets, can be 
made to do. - That would be the thrifty, 
way out of the difficulty. 


SOCIETY AND THE SENATOR. 
New York Society is more callous than 
we. have thought, and less susceptible 
to the feeling of shame, if it is unmoved 








distinguished’ Senator whose palatial 
New York residence. is, if not in its 
midst, yet on its immediate outskirts. 
The Senator declares that Society, while 
it may be composed of good people, is 
“not worth while” Many will. agree 
with him. The Senator has, filled his 
palace with.art objects, but Society will 
not be officially invited to admire them. 
He will surround himself with people 
of artistic inclinations, and let Society 
understand that he goes in for improve- 
ment and the cultivation of the mind. 

The rebuke is well-merited,; and the 
sting of it will last. Day by day- Society 
will gaze enviously on that mansion of 
much and varied architecture, while the 
thought that its gates and doors are all 
barred to it will prey upon {ts mind. It 
is to be hoped that our social leaders 
will profit by this lesson. If any of 
theni bad hoped;) maliciously, that the 
Senator, when he got his things ‘un- 
packed, was going to try to “ butt in” 
the charmed: circle, they now. see :the 
error. They will not be privileged ‘to 
put their new neighbor through the 
slow and painful processes which lead, 
after years of intrigue and heartache, 
to social. recognition. On the contrary, 
their neighbor; instead of asking for 
thelr recognition, declines even to. reo- 
ognize them. Here clearly is a trie 
American, whose contempt forthe imi- 
tators of foreign aristocracies is born 
of a noble Western nature, and is well- 
deserved. .

HOW READING 1s DONE. 
“(The faculty of Columbia's new School’ 
‘of ‘Journalism might well consider in- 
cluding in its curriculum’ studies -like 
“The ‘Relative Legibility of Different 
Faces of "Printing. Types, ry by BARBARA 


from. the Clark University press. In 
one of his apothegms GorrHE said‘ that 
not only the matter of. what we say, 
but the manner in which it is conveyed, 
‘Should be the’ subject of ‘constant, 
earnest,- anid anxious attention. * The 
writers of ‘advertisements and the 
éditors of headings ‘and news eolumns 
would find instructive the studies by 
psychologists like . Prof. Husy, Dr. 
‘Brpmaxwn, Prot. DEARBORN, and others, 
to this effect: 

It has been. established that the 
movement- ofthe reader's eye does 
not proceed gradually and continuous- 
ly across the page in any such fashion 
as, for example, a meteorite moves 
across the sky. .Typical eye-move- 
ments consist. of a+ succession of al- 
ternate leaps and pauses; nor is the 
Movement always.in a. forward: direc- 
tion, because it\ frequently happens 
that one’s eye movement proceeds 
backward, {. ¢., to the left; from an fn- 
termediate fixation, point. 

Since the. printed line is read by a 
series’ of interrupted glimpses, and 
with an. impulse to turn the eye back- 
ward, it should. not be too. long ana 
unbroken. The question of . selecting 
types the outlines’ of which may. be 
readily caught: is Mkewise paramount. 
This problem of-finding the most legible 
“faces” is not simple, Just as an ex- 
pert aurist knows that persons may un< 
eqnsciously lose a half Shabu 
ters of their sense of heafing, so a 
reader’s eye may “skip” lines and 
areas of print because of a degree of 
illegibility which neither he nor the 
“make-up” éditor’ might- gauge. For 
example, Miss RozTHLEHIN found in her 
very accurate experiments that type 
faces set at-graded distances from -the 
reading eye with increased. heaviness 
or breadth of outline, were. increased 
in legibility only to a.certain: point; 
when a “bold face” is thickened 
by about 23 per cent. ‘its increase of 
‘legibility is lost, being reduced by 12 
“per cent.”—a. reduction occasioned by 
narrowing the internal ‘spaces within 
the letters and consequent sacrifice of 
detail. - But when. the letter form. was 
broadened only 18-per cent, the read- 
ers found it nearly one-tenth more 
legible.

Other valuable. deductions are made 
concerning the form ..and size of let- 
ters, their thickness of line, width of 
white margin surrounding them, posi- 
tion of each in the letter groups, and 
the shape and size of the adjacent let- 
ters, which are of special significance 
to the expert, and explanatory of phe- 
nomena that have a facile though un- 
conscious effect upon the vision and 
minds of readers.

To him’ @ remedy must 
be either a marvel; with 100 per cent. re- 
coveries, and no by or after effects, or it 
must be no good. 

Now, I‘ know Prof, Gaucher: He is an 
estimable gentleman and a. very compe- 
tent syphilographer, though. he does. not 
perhaps fully come up to his great prede- 
cessor, Fournier. Prof, Gaucher has from 
the first shown himself: an opponent st 
salvarsan. Some say this is due to

prise that ‘they discover that many mills are 
80 well taken care of that they cannot promise 
deliveries within reason. 

In the aggregate the export business has 
been very satisfactory.’ It is true that indi- 
vidual orders. have not been large, but they 
might have been considerably larger had manu- 
facturers been willing to atcept certain of the 
propositions which were made, both in’ price 
and on delivery. 

Notwithstanding the unsettled condition in 
China by reason of the revolnition; a ¢ n 
amount of business -has been received in the 
loca] market. It has consisted almost entirely 
of cotton flannels, which, it is reported, have 
been sald to betweer 2,000 and 3,000 cases. 
It is some time since China has been in the 
market for flannels, and it ts believed that 
this spasmodic activity is evidehee of the dé- 
pleted condition of these stécKs. deéd, all 
advices from China indicate that stocks have 
been reduced to @ very low point as compared 
with previots years, and once the current dif- 
ficulties afe settled it is helieved. China win 
come into the market for a libéral amount of 
merchandise. 

Business has “Seen ‘unexpectedly brisk 
throughout the hosiery market, so that manu- 
fagturers in general have many more reasons 
for encouragement and optimism than has 
been the case in some time.

Ih January there was a 
lot of sndw, but not. so mich as is tsual, 
and it is not difficult for the various ani-

Pere Marquette Road .Hopelessly in 

Debt, Saginaw Board Charges. 

SAGINAW, Mich., Feb. 10.~The Sag- 
inaw. Board of Trade announced to-day 
that it had appealea-td} Attorney General 
Frank Kuhn of Michigan for State action 
.under the ConStitutioh to rescue the’ Pére 
‘Marquette Railroad from’ alleged finan- 
cial difficulties. 

The ‘Board of Trade charges that the 
Pére Marquette Company’s earnings are 
swallowed up in the payment of interest 
instead of the earnings being applied to 
betterment, and development. 

It is. also that the sompeny is 
paged insolvent; that it has outstanding 
liabilities exceeding. $125,000,000, against 
an.assessed. valuation of *$30,000,000, and 
that its funded debt has increased nearly

JOBBER’S FIELD LIMITED. 
He Is Reduced Now to Supplying the 
Needs of Small Merchants. 


Discussion of the jobber’s fate, coupled 
with friendly warnings as to how he may 
best avoid it, is’ general just now. Says 
The Dry Goods Economist in. its current 
issue: A 

“There has been. a great deal of talk 
about * the passing of the jobber,” due to 
the ever-increasing tendency of ‘the larger 
retailers. to get into closer touch with 
manufacturers and.the facilities offered 
by manufacturers for so doing, couplet 
with certain. methods pursued by jobbers 
that tend te foster rather than discour- 
age this closer relation, 

““It is undoubtedly true that the job- 
ber as a source of supply of knit goods 
for the larger retail trade is rapidly pass- 
ing. There‘is, however, a legitimate place 
for the jobber, and one which cannot be 
satisfactorily filled by any other agency, 
viz.;: the supplying of the needs of tens 
of. thousands. of small merchants and 
storekeepers, who, because of the limited 
‘extent of their purchases, are not in. a 
position to buy direct from the manufact- 
ur 


er 

“But if. the jobber is to survive he 
must perform his proper function. That 
function is to carry the stock so that the 
needs of his customers may be promptly 
supplied, Unless this is done his custom- 
ers must inevitably find other sources of 
supply,.and there. is but one source to 
which they can turn, namely, the manu- 
facturer.”’ 


MORTGAGE PART OF LEGACY. 


Decision. Refidered in Friendly Suit 
Over Mrs. Burgess’s Will. 


Supreme Court’ Justice Davis handed 
down his decision yesterday in the ‘suit 
to construe the will. of Mrs. Annie P. 


Burgess, who died in 1906. The suit was 
brought by Mrs, Gertrude A. Young For- 
man of'512 Fifth “Avenue, a niece of Mrs. 
Burgess, against her cousin, William H. 
Young of 145 East Thirty-fifth Street. 
It was entirely friendly in its nature, Mrs. 
Forman,- who is the widow of George 
Lisle Forman, .-said yesterday. 
Bequests to Columbia University, 
nard College, Hamilton College and St. 
Luke’s Hospital, which Mrs. Burgess 
made in her will, are valid, Justice Davis 
decided, Information as to the amount 
of these bequests was withheld. 

The gross value of.the estate was. given 
a8_$318,435. The decision of Justice Davis 
provides that Dr. Daniel Maynard Bur- 
gess,. husband of Mrs. Burgess, shall en- 
joy a life estate in $158,619, or half of her 
net estate, on an opinion that so far as 
half ofthe personality was concerned, 
Mrs. Burgess was intestate. Dr. Burgess 
has the option of: taking his income in 
a lump sum to be calculated on the ac- 
tuarial tables; Justice Davis said, since 
there was no provision in the will for the 
lifé estate: 

Justice. Davis held that’ the mortgage 
of: $18,000 on the property at 168 East 
Seventy-ninth Street need not be paid by 
the executors out ofthe body of the es- 
tate, but that thé house should be con- 
sidered bequeathed with the mortgage on 
t to Mrs. Forman for life and then to 
her children. 


ENJOINS COMMERCE BOARD. 


Cincinnati ~— Railroad 
Order Held Up. 


WASHINGTON; Feb. 10.—A temporary 
injunction. was. granted to-day by the 
Commerce Court. restraining the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission from en- 
forcing its order directing the Baitimore 
& Ohio and Norfolk & Western Railroads 
to permit switching connections between 
their lines and those of the Cincinnati & 
Columbus Traction Company in Ohio. 
The traction company demanded switch- 
ing connections: with the steam roads at 
two. points in Qhio,. and the privilege of 
establishing through routes and joint 
rates to and from all points with the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Norfolk & 
Western. 

The steam roads contended that it 
would be dangerous to Hfe and property 
to handle on the electric liné their heavy 
equipment and that the traction line, 
under any proper construction of the law, 
was not entitled to switching connections 
with them or the sprivilege of making 
through routes and joint rates. 

The Commerce Court upholds those con- 
tentions, declaring that the commission 
does not possess the: power to make such 
an order as it promulgated. 


MANY PIANOS SOLD HERE. 


Thirteen Hundred Purchased at One 
New York Store in_a Month. 


Thirteen hundred planos were sold in 
December by ‘one -big New York depart- 
ment store. 

“These figures may seem a little large 
to the dedler who considers that 10 per 
cent, of this month's business is large 
for a whole’year,”’ says The Music Trade 
Review. “And when you think of. it 
there.was a time when a dealer who-sold 
130 planos a year, and sold them right, 
cansidered he had a fine Httle business.

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SINGLE IN DISGUISE 


Would Not Relieve Congestion of 
Population, ae Advocates Assert, 
but Rather Tend to Increase it. 


The enactment of the Sullivan-Brooks 
bill t@ make the tax rate on buildings 
one-half the rate on land would result in 
@ real estate panic, in the opinion of 
Edgar J. Levey, President’ of the Title 
Insurance Company and Chairman of the 
Mayor's Commissidn $n“ New Sources of 
Ciftv Revenue: The bill has been advo- 
cated as a means of reduging congestion 
of population. Mr, Levey declares it would 
have no such effect, but rather the op- 
coats. and that it is the entering w e 
or the adoption of Henry George's single 
tax theory in this city. “ 

“The Community in: general,’’ said Mr-., 


in particular regard this bill as only tne 
first step in a New York campaign for 
the Henry George Single Tax;, This view 
has been strongly confirmed by the. pub- 
lic hearings recently held at the City 
Hall by the Commission’ on New Sources 
of City. Revenue. /These hearings demon- 
strated that there was little vital force 
oehind the bill, except that contained in 
the Single Tax idea. The Single Taxers 
who spoke admitted ‘that even the entire 
acceptance. of. their. propaganda would 
have little or no effect upon the rents 
paid for the use of land. hey seemed 
at sea as to what effect, tf-any, the bill 
would, brave upon the congestion of popu- 
lation. They did agree; however, that 
the bill would have the effect of reducing 
land values, and «would be a first siep 
tcward the ultimate confiscation of ail 
private ownership in land, and, for thit 
reaton, they favored it. | 

“The’ bill would affect’ the city’s rev-~ 
enue:most unfortunately. Not only would 
the -city lose by reason of the bill’s ex- 
pressly declared exemption of improve- 
ments to land, but jt would also lose be- 
cause. the source of revenue to which 
the burden would be transferred—the land 
itself—would be. reduced in market. or 
selling value, and assessments would havc 
to be lowered. - In other: words, the ¢ity’s 
means of support would be reduced, and 
this in the. face of rising expenditures. 
“‘As a measure of public finance, there- 
fote, the bill is farcical. As a measure 
of private ruin, .however, it: might easily 
succeed in becoming. tragic. Whether or 
not the passage of the bill would be fol- 
lowed by a real estate panic is, of course, 
a matter of opinion. I believe it firmly; 
probably 90. per cent, of the real estate 
men I have talked to believe it, and, in 
fact, I have only found one real estate 
man of prominence who does not be- 
lieve it. 

“The chief argument for the. social 
side of the bill is that it will reduce con- 
gestion by inducing new. -building. -. But 
how is new building carried on in ew 
York, or in any Jarge city? Mainly by 
the use of borrowed money. 

“Under panic conditions, with shrink- 
ing ‘real estate values and with mort- 
gages being called, reduced, or foreclosed, 
owners and lenders would be intent upon 
saving what they could,and the idea of 
new construction would be furthost from 
their minds. New construction would be 
postponed’ until jhe pressure of pepula- 
tion and the. cofistantly iessening num- 
ber of vacancies made it imperative and 
immensely profitable. -This means, of 
course, intensified congestion and an in- 
tervening period of excessive rents. 
“Having thus referred, however inade- 
quately, to certain general conseijuences 
of the -bill, let us consider what special 
influence, if any, it would have upon con- 
gestion if. unaccompanied by the condi- 
tions already referred to; These condi- 
tions are inevitable comsequences and they 


cannot be dissociated from any imaginary 


special effect. But, for the sake of ar- 
gument,; let us suppose the contrary. The 
bill, then, offers a premium for. exjensive4 
construction, and for the most’ intensiv: 
possible use of land. In place of tw6- 
story buildings we would have buildings 
of four and five stories. Instead of six 
stories, we would have twelve. That 
means more: congestion,.or, if you prefer 
the word, more concentration cf popvla- 
tion. H igs no answer to this for the pro- 
moters of the bill. to admit it, and then 
to say that they propose to introduce new 
laws regulating and restricting the helgnt 
of buildings. Such measures would, in- 
deed, accomplish their purpose, but if 
they are necessary measures, why not 
legislate directly to that end, without 
first passing a bill which would intensify 
the very- conditions whicn they are in- 
tended to prevent. One dors .not take 2 
poison merely for the pleasure of taking 
an antidote. 

“To-day -there is any amount of land, 
not only in Manhattan but also in parts 
of Brooklyn, which is.on the border line 
of profitable. use, as between twelve- 
story and. six-story’ construction. The 
deciding factor is the tax laid against the 
building. That factor holds land in use for 
five or six story buildings, which would 
otherwise run to twelve stories. Is it de- 
sirable to pass this bill, which would act 
as a magnet to draw population back into 
the heart of Manhattan, with the result of 
intensifying the congestion of the most 
congested of urban communities, or is it 
desirable to encourage the recent tend- 
encv which has been so apparent to mi- 
grate to the outlying boroughs? ., Pass this 
bill, unaccompanied by legislation affect- 
ing the height of buildings, and the resi- 
dential streets of Manhattan will as sure- 
ly become canyons as the then many de- 
populated streets of Brooklyn and the 
Bronx ‘will appear as though stricken 
with a blight: ; 

‘One of the favorite arguments of the 
supporters of this bill is that, by increas- 
ing the burden of carrying vacant prop- 
erty, land held out of use would either 
have to be tmproved by the owners or 
forced to sale at lower prices. But what 
basis -exists for the claim that reducing 
the value of vacant land, through op- 
pressive and discriminating taxation, will 
result in forcing improvements irrespec- 
tive of the law of supply-and demand? 
Suppose the owner does sell for one-half 
or one-quarter of what the land cost him. 
Will the buyer necessarily improve? Is 
it not on the contrary true that the more 
probable result: will be that the new owner 
will have been placed in a peculiarly ad- 
vantageous position to continue to hold 
the land out of use. until such time as it 
can be profitably utilized? He has bought 
it cheap, and as the assessment will have 
to be lowered to conform to the selling 
price his taxes will be diminished “cor- 
respondingly. In.other words, he can af- 
ford to wait. The reaction caused by the 
poison will have created its,own antidote 
and the argument can only proceed. in a 
circle. In Australia, where single tax ex- 
periments -have ‘been tried, the results 
have been quite as inconclusive as com- 
mon sense would. have predicted. 

“ The one wg certain about this pill 
is that-if enacted Inte law it would mean 
a revolutionary change in the policy of 
the State of New York toward private 
property in land... It would be a declara- 
tion that such property should not be 
regarded as ssessing the same rights 
and inviolability as other kinds of pro’ 
erty; but. on the contrary, should be 
segregated and marked as something, the 
~— ownership of which is inimical 
o the public interests, and.calling for 
confiscation rather than protection. 

“Regarding. the bill solely from the 
vie int of the housing of our tenement 
population, it would seem clear that its 
effect would be more likely to aggravate 
than to relieve congestion of population, 
and that the most favorable view -that 
could be taken of its so-called social re- 
sults .would be that they are uncertain, 
confused, conflicting, and impossible of 
predetermination.’’

In December 159,405 packages \were re- 
ceived and none put in storage, while 
25,100 packages -were taken out. tter 
was then the highest in the. year,’ bring- 
ing 37.82. cents fresh and 35.25 cents. as 
storage. butter. 

Practically the same condition existed 
in the, output and sale of cess, the great- 
est number.being received in’ May, .when 
847,759. dozen, of which riymber 496,000 
dozen were put in.storage. This does not 
take in the production from near-by 
places, but .covers the output from the 
West. 

During the month of May the price of 
eggs were quoted at from 16 to 19-cents a

But as @ 
usual thing by-product® do not form the 
best, of food, for the mere fact that they 
are by-products indicates that they have 
been separated. from some of their. orig- 
nal constituents. This, when they are 
used: for‘food stuffs, usually means also 
that they have lost: some real essential, 
often more than one. 

“The by-products of food-manufacture. 
in other words, should be examined ‘far 
more closely than the by-product of ‘wood, 
iron or petrol manufacture. The de- 
mands of a machine are simple and may 
be satisfied with separated ingredients, 
the demands/of the human body are.com- 
plex : and,. .speaking. .generally, . must™ be 
fed. with natural, not artificial foods. 

“In. such’ matters, as" will easily -be 
seen, a National. Board -of Health “would’ 
be avery: useful ‘force. .Manufactured 
foods are, mostly, .substarfces. of inter- 
State commerce; inspection of them,» 1o- 
éally, is'an impossibility. I do not wish 
to cast the least -reflection upon manu- 
factured foods in general, or to criticise 
the men who make and 'sell:them. hey 
are in business for the sake of what they 
can make out of it, and their natural 
tendency is to lose nothirig. to utilige | 
everything. But their products should | 
be supervised with far more care than 
is, at present, possible. 

“As it is, when you buy prepared 





foods, even_though they may be ‘pure,’ | 
that is, free from any deleterious com- | 
pound, they may at the same time be 


may be properly regarded as essential to) 
their value as food-stuffs. While they 
may not injure, it may. be as true that 
they will not -help. 

“* We have put before us, in our modern 
life, many foods which are deficient in, | 
for instance, fats, starches, carbo-hy- 
drates, salts, like phosphates and chlo- | 
rides, or. in» the nitrogenous’ elements | 
which ‘build muscle. Such foods. do not | 
Poison us,. but ‘they do -onotrightly | 
nourish us. ~We need’ complete foods 


}-quite as much as we need pure foods. 


“Such errors can only be determined 
by elaborate analysis, and this means '| 
costly laboratories fitted with expensive 
apparatus and managed and operated by | 
high-salaried chemists. For any individ- 
ual city, even for New York, to main- 
tain such an establishment and such a 
force and then enforce laws which would 
protect the people of the one municipal- | 
ity against imperfect foods, -would en-| 
tail an expense so great as to be pro- 
hibitive, and the smaller communities 
would be even more helpless should they 
attempt the work. 

“It is a National matter and can. be 
done only ‘by .the. Nation as a whole. 
The Pure Food law is a good thing, but 
it stops a long way short of going fdr 
enough. There should be a’ good food 
law, and to enforce a good food law any 
local legislation would be sure to be in- 
adequate. 


“You may say that, even though this 
may be true, even though it may be that 
some foods are lacking in nutrition and 
that others are likely to be dangerous— 
such as the occasional oyster from an 
uninspected or imperfectly inspected and 
protected oyster bed which has become 
infected—it is still questionable if ‘the 
conditions are bad enough to warrant 
the establishment of an expensive, com- 
plicated National machine. 

“Wrong! The fact is not in the least 
questionable. Foods must not: fall far 
beiow the standards of the best if we are 
to maintain our place among the nations 
of the world and climb onward to the 
place which it has seemed to be our des- 
tiny :to fill. Food is the fuel of the hu- 
man engine, and only through supplying 
the engines which create our National 
power with the best fuel can we hope 
to make the best of our enormous: oppor- 
tunity—can we hope: to find the greatest 
individual and National happiness and 
effectiveness. 

“An ill-nourished. nation cannot long 
keep in thé van,.and ours may become 
an ill-nourished Nation if we do not take 
precautions. Apart from the great wrong 
which imperfect foods may do the indi- 
vidual is the wrong the Nation suffers. 
Industries have languished and are lan- 
guishing. because the men who work in 
them are weak,,.not strong; blirred of 
vision, not clear eyed; morose, not happy. 

“Men whose stomachs are filled with 
improper foods—by-product foods—are not 
equal io-a good day’s work: cannot .be 
equal to the best day’s work of whith 
they should normally be capable, On the 
effectiveness of our workers depends our 
industry; on that depends our progress. 
It is-not difficult, therefore, to belleve 
that this matter is of very’ grave im- 
portance to the prosperity of the Nation. 

** We not. only do not wish our food. to 
Poison us: but we have, a good right to 
insist that it-shall nourish us. This only 
ean be made. a certainty. by. some such 
plan as that-I have suggested. Fill a 
workman's stomach with sawdust, fila- 
vored with vanilla until it has become pal. 
atable, and you may appease his hunger, 
but you won't prepare him. for @ hard 
day’s labor. 

* Follow this thought out in your own 
inind and you will sé¢e the great tmpor- 
tance of some plan Which will assure 
to all men=who buy food the’ nourish- 
ment that food is purchased to supply. 
The men suffer first; then the industries 
at which they are engaged must “suffer; 
and, finally, the Natien loses; 

“‘ Strikes, lockouts, unions, and -mariu- 
facturers’associations form but one group 
of the problems with which industry is 
struggling. Making food products out of 
what should, properly and.normally,’ be 
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the physical and mental energy of its 
workers. must ,the Nation’ s hopes Gee 
pend. 

“A National Board of Health ts quite 
as necessary as a local board of health 
in the prevention.of disease, and it could 
do far more than. any local board of 
health or all the local boards of health 
in protection of our food supply from t%e 
encroachment of incompetent products. 
It has been said that we are a too waste- 
ful people. On the other hand, the fact 
is, that in foods, at least, we waste fdo 
little—we do not throw away that which 
we ought not to consume. The by-product 
food is a real National menace. 

“It strikes at-all industries. This is 
a machine age, an exact age, a minute 
age. The constant effort is to keep down 
the expense of manufacture, and all sorts 
of appliances are invented for the pur- 
rose and used with marvelous ingenuity. 
Machines have been developed to a point 
which, not so many years ago, would have 
scemed impossible, but, after all, no ma- 
chine is really automatic; man is needed 
everywhere in some portion of the process 
of production; the most inexcusable of: all! 
the wastes is the waste of human energy, 
and the most inexcusable of all the ‘ways 
in which to waste'it is to fail in its de- 
veluprnent. 

‘* Improper feeding is the easiest way in 
which to fail, and ‘is immensely wide- 
spread in the United Statés to-day. Labor 
expense is far the greatest. which any in- 
dustry must face; if enterprises employ 
underfed labor their waste is quite as 
surs as if the labor which they hired 
sheuld be unskilled. In either case they 
would be paying for results they did not 
get. 

“ As, matters okie to-day; we are court- 
ing a National inefficiency. There are 
workmen, not a few, but numbered by the 
rrndreds of thousands, who fail to earn 
their. wages, who fail to add their just 
sum to the total of the Nation’s output 
through sheer mental and physical weak- 
ness due to this one cause. 

“Now. add to this costly inefficlency 
the additional danger of accidents which 
their lack of strength entails, with suf- 
tering for themselves._and families and a@ 
burden on society involved therein, and 
you. will be approaching a standpoint 
from ‘which to. estimate rightly the im- 
portance of. this matter of right nourish- 
rient in food—a matter which can be 
managed only by a National health. bu- 
:eau, properly equipped with -men, ma- 
chinery, and statutes. 

“ Malnutrition is one of the great perils 
of our modern life; a peril threatening 
not only our: physical but our. mental 
strength, and a. perfl ‘infinitely more 
menacing in the United States than- in 
any other country on the globe, although 
it) threateris almost’ everywhere. 

“Tn recent years this country has been 
doing wonders. It has been an era of 
territorial expansion and» of _ industrial 
development almost unprecedented. We 
have been doing great things in manu- 
facturing, mining, and agriculture. We) 
have taken up sich’ nécessary’ things as 
forestry and the development, of water 
power with an unprecedented. energy and 
intelligence. Improvement of our meth- 
ods of developing these things has led 
the American: psople into. an efficiency 
in many~ ttiiags’ not’ dreamed of ‘hitherto 
and: even “now unequaled elsewhere. 

“And the material side of American 
life’ has- rapidly developed at. a speed 
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Dr Polk, Whe Points Out’ Our. 
Faults. | 

Dr. William: Mecklenburg Polk, wh, : 
in. the accompanying ‘interview, ruth- 
lessly lays bare’ some ‘of. our National’ 
faults and points,.out'a rémedy for our 
decreasing physical and mental 
/strength, is\.President of the Academy 
of Medicine’ and-@ physician of dis- 
tinction. atong Many * lines—one : of - the 
most . distinghisted “in- the country. 

He*:was born -in):Tennessee «in 1844, 
the son 6f Leonidas’ Polk, a bishop, 
and afterward*-a® Lieutenant General. 
He was graduated from the Virginia 
Military Academy.in 1861, and served 
in the medical corps of the’ Confederate 
Army during the civil war. 

He was graduated from the College 
of Physicians and“Surgeons in this city 
in 1869 (LL.D 1904) and has been in 
practice. here since. then,: serving’ as 
professor of therapeutics at Bellevue 
Hospital Medical«Colege from 1876 to 
1878, as professor .of obstetrics and 
diseases of women and children at the 
University of the City of New York, 
1879 to 1898. j 

He has been dean of the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College ‘since 1898; and 
is now visiting . surgeon ' to Hevue 
Hospital.. He is* the: author: of “*‘ The 
Biography of Leonidas Polk, Bishop 
and General,”’ and has been a frequent 
contributor to medical periodical pub- 
lications.

And. we think we can do 
these \great things. and: keep on doing 
them without giving proper heed.to care 
of the first force which has _sccom- 
plished them—ourselves. 

“We have worked in stone and’ metal 
till we have begun to think that, master- 
ing them, we must 'be as hard of sub- 
stance and as resistant of decay as they 
are. We havé.fmagined that the mech- 
anisms of our bodies and brains partake. 
of the same strength and permanence 
which. characterize those machines which 
we have manufactured. We have imag- 
ined thet our own power has~increased 
with that of the-ingenlus fulorums - we 
have patented, 

“But we are, finally, waking. to ithe fact 
while .we have: investigated and become 
familiar with the laws’ governing, the ap 
plication of great forces to-machines;- we 
have lost sight of the great laws+ which 
none the less unalterably: govern our own. | 
bodies. We ‘have: become, in our own 
eyes; God-men; we have forgotten.’ that:

“Now, though, hutaanity, through its 
dovelopment, has’ become so interdepend- 
ent ‘that we are learning. that’ we can 
only do the bests things <for ourselves and 
for- our familes*by. closely .studying the 
great-natural laws which govern all hu- / 
manity.. We. must,.in the future, study 
the laws of life as carefully as we have 
studied the Jaws.of our.inanimate ma- 
chinery in the past. . f 

‘“The National Board’ of Health must 
be the bureau which will take this task 
in hand. “A’ department of the’ sort: is 
quite “as -necessary to our. future. as a@ 
Treasury. Department... We must ‘employ 
heuest.experts,. set_them at-close studies 
on -broad > lines, »proyide them with the 
last facility, and. take advantage of their 
sage conclusions. We must put a stop 
to all evasions. of the laws of nature 
such as. now hamper. our development 
and have hampered it for years.”

RAISING THE STANDARDS | OF THE MEDICAL PROFESSION 


AR in earnest is. to be #pened upon 
the lax ‘standards existing in this | 
country for the making of doc- 

tors. The first gun was fired ‘by the Car- 
negie Foundation in its attack on “ jerk- 
water’ medical ‘schools, but the Ameri- 
can Medical Association has now taken 
up the matter and has-invited ‘Frederick 
Hallett, Secretary of the Examining 
Board of the Royal College of Physictans 
and Surgeons of England, to come to 
America and explain how the examina- 
tions are*held there. 

Mr. Hallett has accepted: the invitation; 
and wilh leave: England probably: within 
a few days. The object of the invitation, 
an object. which Mr. Hallett understands 
fully, is just this: 

It has been represented to ‘the Ameri- 
can Medical Association’ that’the éxain- 
inations.. now. condugted -by .the State 
boards are of no great value in safe- 
guarding’ the ‘profession against the ad- 
mission: of ignorant or ill-equipped can 
didates; thatthe English system is bet- 


To them the pradente in medicine ap- 
plies for the license to practice. Their 
power can be both indirectly and directly 
exerted, They may, after examination, 
reject- an applicant—an indirect method 
of discrediting the school..which has 
vouched for him by conferring its M. D. 
degree. A small percentage of failures 
the doctrine of chance would lead one to 
expect; an increasing proportion must 
cast increasingly serious doubt on any in- 
stitution.

Years later the two bodies were carried 
up the hill to “the last dormitory "—the 
college burying ground on the sloping 
edge of: the campus. Their graves are 
side by side. There in 1873 a white shaft 
was :dedicated to the mémory of Samuel 
Kirkland, and two of Skenandoa’s great- 
grandsons were in. the gathering.

The Disagreements .of _ Experts, 
The Pall Mall Gazette discoursés plaint- 


to the. new Carpaccio in the Metropolitan 
Museum... It: says:' 

“It is to be hoped. that the exhibition 
of Harly, Venetian. Art arranged by the 
Burlington Fine Arts Club will ‘help to 
throw some new light on the problems by 
which the student is faced when dealing 
with questions concerning unauthenti- 
cated pictures by the Venetian masters 
of the fifteenth and early sixteenth cen- 
turies. There is, perhaps, no other school 
that offers such difficulties, owing to the 
Protean aspects of such masters as Gio- 
vanna Bellini. and the cross-currents of 
local and, foreign influence. A fair illus- 
tration of the kind of problem the critic 
has to solve is offered by the Abdy ‘ Car- 
Paccio "—the - ‘ Pieta."—which . was . sold 
at Christie’s last season, and jis now at 
the Metropolitan Museum in New York. 
There*is at. the Berlin Museum a picture 
obviously from the same hand, with the 
signature ‘Andreas Mantinea,’ which on 
| the strength of this signature and of its 
| sev ere character was long held to be the 
work of Andréa Mantegna, until one of 
the Grand Lamas of criticism declared it 
to be Carpaccio. No doubt, the Morellian 
system of morphological evidence afford- 
ec.some bastfs for this new attribution, 
which was generally accepted, in spite of 
the far more significant question of gen- 
eral aspect of mood—a certain austerity 
and rugged strength, which are never ab- 
sent from Mantegna’s art, but are utterly 
alien-to-the romantic spirit.of Carpaccio, 
Then the so far known Abdy ‘ Pieta’ 
turned up. at Christie's. There was much 
excitement. The picture was clearly from 
the same ,hand that wrought the Berlin 
‘Carpaccio,”. and, behold! it bore the 
same signature, ‘Andreas Mantinea.’ 
No one seriously maintained that this 
signature was a forgery_or later addition. 
The Abdy picture again, although in 
some ways differing. from .the known 
works of Mantegna, had- mariy clearly 
Mantegnesque traits. Mantegna, like 
most other masters, passed through many 
phases, an@- some years of his life are 
an absolute. blank to us—reasons both 
which may account for the differences 
between the Pieta and the Berlin picture, 
on the one hand, and. his known works on 
the other hand. Here, then, was clear 
proof to a, logical mind that the signa- 
ture on the Berlin picture is genuine, and 
that both it and the Abdy ‘ Pieta’ are 
|the work of Mantegna. But the Grand 
Lama had given his verdict, and this 
verdict must stand. And thus, the Berlin 
picture. having been pronounced to be by 
Carpaccio, the Abdy picture was chris- 
tened and remains to this day a Car- 
pacclo.”

His vol- 
ume has even the importance of an editio 
princeps, for nearly half of King James's 
verse here printed is printed for the first’ 
time from a manuscript which has here- 
tofore been curiously neglected by, though 
apparently not unknown to, editors of 
that “ royal author.” 

The manuscript was acquired by the 
British Museum “at thé sale of Arch- 
bishop's Tenison’s MSS. 1 July, 1861,” it 
having, according to an inscription there- 
in, been the gift to the Archbishop in. the 
year 1689 of a certain Abraham Wright, 
clergyman dnd antiquary, and has been 
subsequently preserved in the free library 
of St. Martin-in-the-Fields, founded by 
Tenison, “the first of its kind in-Lon- 
don,” says Mr. Westcott. Mr. Westcott 
gives minute Getalls of the manuscript, 
which is one of great interest, five of the 
sonnets being in ‘the handwriting of 
Prince, afterward King, Charles 1, and 
there being many cortections in James's 
own hand: The manuscript has thé ap- 
pearance of being prepared for a com- 
plete definitive: edition- of ‘the King’s 
poems which was-nevwer carried out. 

Mr. Westcott follows ‘his déecription 
of, the. manuscript with six introduc- 
tory chapters dealing: with ‘The Kih¢ 
and His Tutors,” “ The Study of Poetry 
Under Montgomerje,” “Other Poets in 
the .Scottish Court, 1584-1003," “ The 
King’s Verse_.and Criticism,” “ Arrival 
in.-England: Patronage’ of Prose and 

Tana,” “Poets in the English Court, 
1608-1625," the whole casting Interest- 
ing sigelights on ah obscure byway of 
Elizabethar literature, and making #6r 
us a picture of King James, particu- 
larly in his learned youth, very vivid 
and entertaining. 

If Mr. Westcatt's study is more to 
us than the Kingiy poems themselves, 
those poems are.by no means without 
value, for, though it is not saying 
much, James was cértainly no worse 
puet than. the professional poets of 
his early Scottish court,. whose native 
Areopagus was. occasionally supple- 
mented by the wisits of such foreign 
luminaries. as. Du.Bartes,.Henry Con- 
stalle and Sir Heary Wotton. 

Indeed, both as man‘anéd scholar, 
James. was much more .of a person- 
ality than popular histories, with their 
stock anecdotes.of his uncouthness, his 
physical cowardice, and his pedantry 
suggest.

HE finished art and the keen in- 
sight into human nature of 
Anne Douglas Sedgwick, other- 
wise Mrs. Basil de Selincourt, 
thave never been. exercised “with more 
“hOtable success than in her new novel, 
“Tante” (The Century Company, $1.80.) 
These qualities, as well as intellectual’ 
acumen and .a_ certain. calm, mildly 
ironical detachnient, make the  full- 
length, minute and merciless portrait of 
the “tante” who is the foremost figure 
in the story, a rather remarkable addi- 
tion to the present-day gallery of fic- 
tional characters.

Perhaps the theatre of the twenty-first 
century will be inspired and controlled by 
the imaginings of Gordon Craig. We 
fancy there ts a tendency now in the di- 
rection he indicates. If matters go on ag 
they are going, acting may soon be a lost 
art. We fancy that would meet Mr, 
Craig's views. Acting was still an undis- 
covered art, doubtless, in the dim yet not 
distant era of the mysteries and morali- 
ties. We gather from*Mr. Craig's baok* 
that the stage needs not only reorganiza- 
tion and vitalizing, bat much radical al- 
teration. Tt must take a fresh set of les- 
sons from misic, architecture, and nature. 
From Mr: Craig's own lessons, as they 
are expressed in his pictures, he has de- 
rived what seem to the ordinary mortal 
strange ideas of nature and architecture. 
Irving, with whom he was once asso- 
clated, was one source of his inspiration, 
but Gordon Craig would outdo Irving. 
However, no one else has praised Irving 
quite so highly as-Mr. Craig praises him 
in this sentence: “‘ As an actor he was al- 
ways right, and he studied all nature in 
order te find symbols for the expression 
of his thoughts.” Kean, Kemble, Ma- 
cready, Booth were great actors, but, 
alas, they were not “ always right.” 

We must take Mr. Craig’s book by bits, 
and very little of it at a time, if we are 
to take it at all. His general argument is 
that the theatre disregards the vital prin- 
ciples of art. Obvi y he cares very 
little for acting. He dhinks, too, that the 
actor should not confine his studiés of 
nature to human nature. Yet he contends 
that he is not trying to put the painter 
in’ place of the playwright. What is he 
trying to do? Our conclusion is that Mr. 
Craig's ideas are not fully developed, that 
his mind surges with half ideas, that he 
is restless and ambitious, and that if some 
hard-headed impresario could give him 
& profitable job. as actor or stage man- 
ager, and hold him well in check, he 
would settle down in useful work and 
do it well. 

In the sixth edition of his profitable 
series of critical essays on French, Ger- 
man, and English dramatists* Mr. Hale 
discusses the plays written by some of 
his subjects, Maeterlinck’s “Sister Bea- 
trice,” “‘Marie Magdalene,”. and “ Blue 
Bird,” : Rostand’s “Chantecler,” “ The 
Thunderbolt,” and “ Mid-Channel,” by 
Pinero, as well as pieces by Stephen 
Phillips and G. B. Shaw, which were not

Some of thesé works, and notably Lord 
Cromer’s “Modern Egypt,” (1908,) have 
been written by exceedingly capable and 
responsible men, experts on Egyptian af- 
fairs, possessing exceptional knowledgé 
acquired by a long official residence in 
the country and an intimate acquaintance 
with the local conditions and peoples, and 
whose integrity and candor are beyond 
question. We now have another, and the 
latest, contribution, “‘The Truth About 
Egypt,” by J. Alexander, (Cassell, $2,) 
and we are frank te admit that on perus- 
ing its pages—and without In the least im< 
pugning the veracity or probity of former 
eminent writers—we find the work to con- 
tain much to justify its title. 

Assuming, not unnaturally, that existing 
available reports and. publications, though 
actuated, by the highest and most impar- 
tial motives, might convey perhaps an of- 
ficial and diplomatic, and consequently 
& more or less ex parte, view, the author, 
realizing the free lance policy of the press, 
haS wisely, and with much discrimination 
and judgment, resorted to editorials and 
opinions published at the time by the jead- 
ing English, French, and Egyptian news- 
papers. Many pertinent extracts from 
these valuable sources are quoted in the 
book, and they afford uncommon mate- 





rial for gauging the truth from every 
standpoint; in addition to.which the opia- 
ions of eminent disinterested natives of 
independence, influence, and dignity are 
given. : q 

This book contains mtch that should 
prove interesting to Americans, more par?” 
ticularly the resumé of the troubles per- 
taining to granting self-government to a 
dependency; the reference to the Sues 
Canal, and, ineidentally, to ex-President 
Roosevelt's visit teo-Egypt and his mem-- 
orable speech at the Guildhall, London, 
later. Great Britain’s dire lesson in Egypt_ 
affords a.valuable and pungent example 
to jother nations possessing foreign deé- 
pendencies, to. whom ‘assurances were 
originally volunteered that the Sovereign 
occupation and Government would be only 
temporary, to be substituted later by a 
grant of self-government when fitted and 
opportune.

One Writer Breaks images With 
a Reckless-Hand_and Others 
Just Tell Stories 


T is the fashion to-day, so it seems, to 
carry the muckrake into regions 
which have hefetofore been héid in- 
violate. ‘The historidns* whom we 

read in our childhood doubtless ran across 
many facts which did not redound to the 
credit of their heroes, yet with a lofty 
@eregard of truth they closed their eyes 
to them. And’so it ha# cottie about that 
the fame of our great ‘men has been pre- 
served secure against the essaults of time 
and contumely, and that we worship, in 
many cases, gods not worthy of our 
adoration, false gods whose shortcomings 
have been cunningly bidden. 

The present schoo) of historians seeks 
to remedy this defect, and as,might have 
been expected, in their. desire to do .jus- 
tice, they frequently run to the other ex- 
treme... The older writers. would have us 
believe that the American Revolution was 
a mighty uprising of a united people, a 
great spontaneous outburst against the 
tyranny of transthallassic autocracy. Mr. 
A. M: Simons, having resolved to tell-the 
truth, the whole truth, and more than 
the troth, tells us in his “ Social Forees 
in American History” (Macmillan, $1.50,) 
that it was primarily a mob rebellion, and 
that its success was primarily due to the 
English General, Howe. So much we can 
agree with heartily. When. Mr. Simons 
goes on to insinuate boldly that Gen. 
Howe, whose incredible’ stupidity and 
gross incapacity contributed more than 
all else. to. the victory 6f the American 
troops, was nothing more nor less than @ 
traitor to: his country, we begin to. differ 

-jth him. That Howe was wrétoliedly 
incompetent may be grantéd; that he de- 
livérately betrayed his native land, and 
Was ‘false to his Sovereign, may hot be ‘so 
readily admitted. - 

From the fierce illumination which has 
been turned .upen the’ revolutionary he- 
roes‘ but ofe character has emerged ab- 
solately untarnished.

Passing over this gross 
exaggeration, we need but recall that 
the scheme which Mr. Simons favors was 
discussed for many days, and voted down 
as impractical, unjust and pernicious, and 
that posterity has coincided in this ver- 
dict. 

Mr. Simons assumes a hostile attitude 
toward nearly - every character with 
‘whom hé comes in contact in the course 
of the Nation's history. The reason may 
4 be ‘found, we believe, in his peroration: 

“Labor is certain of victory in this 
last struggle. All other classes have 
gained power only as they have per- 
suaded, bribed, or terrorized workers into 
‘fighting or voting for them. Now that 
the working class is fighting its own bat- 
tles, there is no possibility of defeat.” 

Mr. Simons’s philosophy; as is appar- 
ent from the above, is heavily tinged with 
Socialism. We cannot but feel-that he 
has, at times, allowed his judgment to be 
warped by his personal inclinations in 
that direction. -His book is interesting, 
useful, and illuminating—if taken with a 
grain of salt. He has made the mistake 
of drawing conclusions, not from false 
premises, but from insufficient data. He 
has pot reasoned-faultily, but too far. 
And busily climbing his ladder of argu- 
ment, he is sublimely unconscious that 
his foundations haye given way beneath 
him, and contipues upward—toward the 
impending fall.

A Comprehensive View, a Reluc- 
tant and Frightened View, and 
an Adoring Biography 


QLTON HALL’S “ What Tolstoy 
Taught,’’* gives in small compass 
the great Russian's conclusions on 
the aims of life, personal morals, 

and the menace of such social manifesta- 
tions as the Church, Government, war, 
philanthropy, and human rights. The vol- 
ume is an orderly collection of extracts 
drawn mainly from “‘ My Religion,” ‘‘ My 
Confessions,’ ‘‘ What, Then, Must Be 
Done,” and Aylmer Maude's “Life of 
Tolstoy,” all of which have been pub- 
lished here. Mr. Hall finds occasion for 
his own compendium, however, in the fact 
that Tolstoy's religious teaching, unlike 
his avowedly romantic work, ts so in- 
volved, repetitious, and diffuse as to be 
quite unreadable to many who might care 
to know the substance of his message 
were it concisely put. 


The volume shows that the view of Tol- 
stoy’s work as mainly iconoclastic is far 
from just. Two-thirds of the volume con- 
stitutes an affirmative interpretation of 
the law of moral growth and its conso- 
nance with the words of Christ. Whilc 
Tolstoy was one of the “ irreconcilables ” 
as respects modern social. and ° official 
conditions, we see here that his attack on 
institutions was never willful nop war- 
ton, but made solely on behalf ‘of that 
inner life whose interests he believed they 
injured or ignored: 

Mr. Hall’s work is done with painstak- 
ing thoroughness, and constitutes a useful 
presentation of Tolstoy's opinions and His 
reasons for them in his own words. 
pily,. too, -thére is no attempt to modify 
Tolstoy's expressions, and so lessen the 
dynamic quality of his utterance. ence 
in these page8 the,reader really “ totiches 
the man” .-as he does not in most books 
purporting to elucidate and interpret the 
great moralist in other terms than his 
own. 

This latter method, nisiodene, seems to-4 
be the special penchant of Alexander H. 
Craufurd,, M: A»: in. his »*‘ Religion ‘and 
Ethics of. Tolstoy,’’* an entirely unctuous 
performance, the excuse far which seems 
to lie in the suggestion that any person 
much talked of may be an available theme 
for ministerial exposition, We say thts 
without animus, having searched this book 
in \Vaih for any significant Interpretation 4 
of Tolstoy's teaching .or indication of in- 
sight into his. character. 

Beginning with extreme laudation .of 
the ‘ merits and value of this religious 
teacher” -he soon discovers that there 
is scarcely &° pronouncement of Tolstoy’s 
which is not seriéusly defective or in need 
of re-statement in terms of his* own. 
While on one page the author of “ My 
Religion *’ is Compared with Dante and 
seems “a Kind of John the Baptist 
fm the moral and social world,” on the 
‘next we find that “the real truth ap- 
pears to be that the mind and ‘soul of 
Leo Toistoy were, to @ great extent, in a 
state of chaos.” “After hazarding this 
opinion, the reverend author feels little 
hesitation in.explaining that what Tol- 
stoy “‘ really meant.’ in any given ex-. 
tract from his works is very different in- 
deed from what he actually wrote. Thus 
he says: ;“ When condemning anger it- 
‘pelf as wrong in all circumstances, Tol- 
stoy spoke unadvisedly and without. ade-

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quate thcught. What he really intended 
to condemn is undiscriminating anger.” 

Much of Tolstoy's -writings. that are 
hard for the Englishman to-receive he 
condones on the plea that “if the Rus- 
sian moralist had only known the best 
religious. teaching of.-Great Britain he’ 
swould have recognized. the fact that the 
old. religion. of- violence is rapidly being 
superseded by. one of reason and sym- 
pathy, and so his. low opinion. of: the 
churches would have been much . modi- 
fied,” and he unctuously adds, “‘ simple 
people, no less than the highly educated, 
now much prefer this more genial re- 
ligion.” 

At one point, however, the ‘shoe pinches 
and the worm turns. It is when Tolstoy 
declares ‘“‘The Sermon on the, Mount or 
the Nicene Creed—the one excludes the 
other. If a man sincerely believes the 
Sermon on the Mount the Nicene Creed 
must inevitably lose all meaning for him.” 
Here the pastor quite leses his temper 
and responds: “ This utterance is really 
absard. However, what Tolstoy reaily 
meant to say probably was that if-we 
accept the full significance of the Sermon 
on the Mount we cannot consistently 
make acceptance of the Nicéne Creed an 
indispensable condition of salvation.” 

It seems clear that had Leo Tolstoy 
been able to avai) himself of the wisdom 
of the Rev. A. H. Craufurd, M. A., before 
rushing into print he might, with atten- 
tion, have produced a work recognized 
everywhere and by all ag wholly satis- 
factory, although we doubt if any one 
would ever have read it. 

Paul Birukoffs “Life of Tolstoy,’’* 
translated from the Russian, presents the 
main facts in Tolstoy's career and a dis- 
ciple’s estimate of his work. Several in- 
timate photographs’ of Tolstoy and his 
family heighten the’ appeal of: this. -vol- 
ume as‘ tribute from one‘ df the master's 
inner circle. The book may*bé accepted 
as authoritative fn its record of facts, 
while the interpretation of those facts -is 
always that of an inttmate. Stil) there,is 
no laudation, and the story is but the more 
attractive in being simply told and cloge- 
ly condensed. . The occasion for Tolstoy's 
social and religious writings is here seen 
to He no less in environment and. event 
than in the unwonted steadiness of his 
ever-devel6ping mind. 

Here, too, we see why ‘his convictions 
affected men otherwise than do the con- 
clusions of mere scholars or theorists. 
The apostie of non-resistance had re- 
ceived [honor @nd advahcemént ‘in’ the 
army. he forerunner of Ferrer’s ‘new 
education had traveled and weighed ahd 
measured © the ~ Scholastic: systems of 
France, England, and Germany, He who 
wrdte ‘“ Before’ we play at philanthropy 
it is necéssary that we get off the backs

AN AUTOMOBILE 


He Might Have Seen South 
America Better if He Had 
Gorie on Foot 


EFORDS returning the other day to 
his pet diversion of upsetting 
French Cabinets, Georges Clem- 
enceau, ex-Premier of France, 

made a journey to South America 
and wrote a book about it which has been 
translated into English. (“South Amer 
lca of To-day,” G. P. Putnam’s Sons.) 
In the course of the journey -he visited 
the Argentine Republic, Uruguay, and 
Brasil. Everywhere he was received with 
the most flattering -honors; everybody 
from the Presidents of three Republics 
downward did» his best to make his 
stay @ pleasure. “Whenever he desired to 
see anything private automobiles and rail- 
way carriages were placed at his dis- 
posal; whenever he asked a question about 
the land in which he happened to be, an 
expert was on the spot to give a complete 
answer. In short, it is hardly.probable 
that any visitor to those countries was 
ever before dined and wined and made 
much of generally by. such a brilliant 
army of notabilities; and it is only nat- 
ural that a reader of M. Clemenceau’s 
book should expect to find in it something 
unique and valuable. 

It is unique but it is not very valuable. 
The lofty gircies in which the author moved 
during his trip have unquestionably given 
to his book a tang that is mot to be tasted 
in the ordinary book of travel, and there 
is about the style an air of unfailing 
courtesy which makes one feel that M. 
Clemenceau must be a delighiful guest 
to entertain. Everywhere, too, there is 
appatent the desire to make readers ap- 
preciate what pushing workers the Ar- 
gentinos are, what alert minds the people 
-of Uruguay possess, with what energy 
the Brazilians are fitting out their home 
to be one of the great nations of ihe fu- 
ture. 

But, in spite of al) this; the book is, 
somehow, disappointing. Perusal of ita 
pages leaves an uncomfortable impres- 
sion that the brilliancy of the fétes given 
for Cleménceau the statesman pbiinded 
Clemenceau the traveler to the everyday 
aspects, less dazzling but richer in ‘sig- 
nificanee, of the countries through which 
he passed.

ingly crossed’ the snow-clad Andes, met 
and defeated the stubborn royalist regi- 
ments of Ossorio and. Marco and Hlorre- 
aga. And there is brave fighting, bravely 

in the pages dealing with the 
exploits of that reckless adventurer, Lord 
Cochrane, whose achlevemente while in 
the service of Chile, says Mr. Chisholm, 
‘‘ would have added lastre to the mame 
of Nelron.” 

We hear how-this gallant seaman filled 
the whole world with amazement in 1820 
by sailing into Callao Harbor and cutting 
out a Spanish ship, despite the deadly 
fire of 300 guns from men-of-war and 
shore batteries. His ships stole silently 
into the harbor in the dead of night, and 
the officers of the. United States ship 
Macedonia, lying at anchor, ** prevented 
thelr sentinels from challenging them, 
while in a low voice they wished them 
good luck and a happy result ’’—senti- 
ments becoming the citizens of a Nation 
which not so very long before had itself 
struck savage blows in the cause of free- 
dom. “A hundred other achievements, 
Jess spectacular, indeed, but not less 
heroic, filled. the early annals of the 
Chilean Navy,” Mr. Chisholm tells us. 
Good reading, all of it. Any. one who 
likes a well-tola story of a people's 
awakening to its wrongs and grimly re- 
solving to end them, who courts the 
quickening of pulse that follows descrip- 
tions of rude, give-and-take fighting, 
should read Mr. Chisholm’s book.

As the 
ers arranged the Tanagra drap- 
éry last’ Autumn it was more graceful 
than ever before, but it did’ have a fla~ 
grant touch of Orientalism that’ took 
away from it a certain dignified simplicity 
which it should have had. : 
Drapery has been growing in favor for 
the last six months, and some of the new 
gowns have swirls of it.

den by conyolutions.of satin and chiffon. 
In evening materials, or in all those soft 
fabrics that cannot be cut on tight lines, 
theré is enough material and to spare, 
but in. the-walking suit which the French 
nation has adopted from the Anglo-Saxon 
there is just as little as the tailors can 
get along with. If there is a change it 
will come there. 

But will it come? Will the “public sub- 
mit to fuller clothes,even if the dress- 
makers join hands with the mill owners 
and exploit these styles? The women 
have got so used to the convenience and 
comfort of narrow, short skirts and slim 
little skeleton coats:that they may not 
yield to the demands of the industrial 
factors. There is nothing graceful about 
a plaited skirt, and there is nothing con- 
venient to outdoor life in a garment that 
because of its extra cloth gives more 
weight. 

It is too early to tell how the wrangle 

will be solved. The mill owners are pow- 
erful, and they may bring such pressure 
to bear that the great.desigmers in the 
Rue de la Paix and-the Place Vendome 
may give in and on Feb. 15 we shall 
have‘a cable saying that it is done. 
Not only do the women Ifke the com- 
fortable narrow skirt, but they, too, pre- 
sent an economical side to It; it ‘might be 
roughly estimated that over a million 
women make their own clothes in Amer- 
fea, or have them made at home, and 
therefore they need only but half the 
material that was oncé required.- In 
these days of exorbitant prices for every 
morsel of food it is somewhat comforting 
to know that the price of clothes can be 
placed within a reasonable limft. 

If the full clothes come in, let us hope 
that it will not be before we have gotten 
our Spring gowns or afterward. There is 
no way of adding to’the frocks we have, 
and if fashion abruptly “changes us into 
skifts that are four and a half yards 
wide there will be some very unpleasant 
moments among those who must econo- 
mize on raiment in order that they can 
eat butter and eggs. 

Watch Out for White Satin. 


You may dimly remember that I wrote 


innovation of wearing white satin sep- 
erate skirts with thin white blouses; the 
serge ones that have always done duty 
for the Summer were thrown aside by 
many of the French women for these 
white satin ones. 

They looked immensely well, and it is 
only when describing them that there 
seems to be something not quite correct 
about the fashidbn: A thin white satin 
skirt in the morning, with a white wash 
blouse, does not sound exactly well,. but 
ft looks well, and that is all.one. wants. 

The season was immensely hot in Eu- 
rope und serge proved itself too-warm, 80 
a clever designer and a smart French 
woman got together and favented the sep- 
arate skirt of white satin. One wore it 
and the other watched it in its success 
at Trouville, and it was marked down as 
@ coming fashion. And that is-what it is 
to be. 

You may not see it commonly... used 
during the first of ‘the season, but it 
surely will gain ground as the warm 
weather advances. It has these two ad- 
vantages over serge: that it is much 
cooler and that it is dead white and, 
therefore, molds into the. white blouse 
better than the cream serge. 

One does’ not use the thin quality of 
satin like meteor or charmeuse or messa- 
line; one must get the same weave that 
was used all Winter for black satin coat 
suits and top wraps and one-piece frocks, 
The first evidence of this Incoming of 
white satin for everyday use was given 
at an exhibition of early Spring gowns 
at one of the important houses here. 

It was in the shape of a one-piece 
frock, trimmed with broad black 
braid, &@ combination that does not 
strike one ag altogether pleasing. The 
skirt, by the way, had a cut flounce 
from above the knees, which at once 
started the rumor that the skirts were 
to be widened a full yard at the hem, 
whereas the flounce was really so 
sharply shaped and of such soft material 
that it made no perceptible widening 
of the skirt at the foot line. 

The bodice had ‘a deep V-shaped 
guimpe of shadow lace, which included 
a high-boned stock, and there was a 
wide pointed collar, back and frant. 
which was trimmed with the bands of 
lack silk braid. THe three-quarter 
sleeves also showed the braid above 
a cuff of the white lace.

And, by the way, probably ‘every one 
who makes clothes does’ not’ know’ that 
this is the fashion: One-piece frocks that 
are being made for the Spring. out, of 
white corduroy and serge, of blue serge 
and striped Summer ratine, have a short 
fitted petticoat made, of that twilled silk 
that has been found so effective for lin- 
ing, which is cut off just above the knees. 

In evening gowns the lining extends to 
about five inches below the knees,;,and 
in either length it has no trimming what- 
ever, and only a quarter inch hem. There 
is no flare; it holds the. figure in straight 
and supple, and lets the outer skirt fall 
in a clinging, artistic line. 

It has been long since women have worn 
petticoats to speak of, but there is “al- 
ways a necessity for some kind of founda- 
tion in a cloth skirt, and there ought -to 
be one in a linen skirt. 

It preserves the lines of the waist and 
hips, and keeps the outer skirt from 
touching and ‘widening at the seams. It 
was a nuisance to have this petticoat 
down to the ankles, but now that. the 
dresemakers have learned how to cut it 
to high-water mark so that the narrow, 
slim lines at the ankles dre preserved, it 
has proved a useful adjunct. 

The economical side of it is strong; it 
does not wear out at the hem, because 
it does not rub against the floor or the 
leather of one’s shoes us it does when 
itis long. Every woman knows that tire- 
some trick that silk linings have of ravel- 
ing at the edge overnight, as it were, 
and having to be remedied by, rebinding, 
which is bunglesome in.effect, or of being 
cut off and rehemmed., 

If a woman was conscious of the exact 
day on which this lining did go to pieces 
she would be more comfortable, but one 
of the unfortunate things connected with 
it is that she does not discover it until 
she has held up a;worn skirt two or three 
times. at a dance, and then realizes that 
she must havé présented-a very sad 
aspect to the onlookers.

FOR FLUSH CLOSETS.—One of the 
modern devices of to-day shows a unique 
use of paper as a cleanser of flush closets 
in the place of the brush of mop which, 
when used, must necessarily bang for a 
long time -wet, if not, as is often the case, 
firipping. The device—nickel forceps—holds, 
paper which thay have been coated or 
spread with soap,‘and thus the closet is 
easily washed and to a considerable degree 
sterilized by means of’ the soapy paper. 
When finished the paper may be allowed 
to go with the water down the pipes.

Medical authorities agree that the epi- 
demic which prevailed in London in 1666 
was what we now call bubonic plague, It 


ig well known that this ‘Black Death” 
was prevalent in various parts of the 
world. in ancient times, The outbreaks 
were peculiarly violent then by. reason of 
the conditions of poverty and the almost 
total absence of. sanitation. It was the 
ancient medical writers who gave it the 
name of the plague. 

The mortality in Iuondon in 1665 ‘was 
appalling. Thousands were swept away 
by the dread malady, and there w. a 
great exodus from the stricken city. Some 
of the medical authorities tho it bh 

brought into London in a 
merchan coming from Holland, which 
originally came from the Levant; others 
goatentas that it was brought in. by 

utch prisoners of war.

The First Street Car Line. 

W. P. ROBINSON.—A Scranton (Penn,) 
newspaper: ‘is authority for the -statement 
that that city had the first street car Jine 
evér opened for traffic in the world. y 
Interest in the question once aroused, I 
made diligent search ip the reference books 
in Scranton libraries, but could find. noth- 
ing to bear out the ‘assertion. Quite a few 
other cities, in fact, were named as hav- 
ing car lines before Scranton. Please give 
me the facts in the case. 


The contention that Scranton had the 
first street, car line in the world, ap- 
pears to be groundless. - According to 
accepted authorities, the first’ line was 
opened in New York in 1882. It was 
constructed in Fourth Avenue, from 
Prince Street to Harlem. Between that 
year and 1878 horse railroads were intro- 
duced in practically all of the large cities 
of the country. j 

About 1830, John Stephenson, a New 
York .carriagemaker, conceived the idea 
of transporting passengers over raiis laid 
on paved streets, and he was the prime 
mover in this kind of traffic. In 1881 
the New York & Harlem Rallroad ob- 
tained a charter to operate a street car 
line,. It was opened for traffic in Novem- 
ber, 1832. The first car. was a combina- 
tion of the typical Dnglish coach ‘of-the 
day and the American omnibus. This 
street car line was a failure. 

In 1837.the horse car service in Fourth 
Avenue was abandoned in favor of steam- 
drawn cars. In 1852.a French engineer 
named. Loubat revived the horse car idea 
tn New York, and a short line was con- 
structed in part of Sixth Avenue. Within 
the next elght years about thirty horse 
car roads were constructed in the: United 
States; the most important of them be- 
i a line between Boston and Cambridge. 

he history-of Scranton itself will serve 
to prove that it did not have the first 
streetcar line. Harly in the last cen- 
tury it was a mere hamlet called Slocum 
Hollow, after the Slocum family, then 
prominent in that part of Pennsylvania. 
Really active development of the town 
did not begin until 1840, this work. being 
undertaken by Col. George W. and Selden 
T. Scranton and their associates. The 
town was named in honor of Col. Scran- 





ton. It was not incorporated as a bor- 
ough until 1856 and a city in 1866.
